Response to Quayle 

Regarding claim 12, applicant failed to incorporate the suggested language into 
the claim. As such, the claimed subject matter remains unclear and indefinite. Note, first 
limitation of claim 12 presently stated "a power amplifier load circuit responsive to a 
power mode signal including at least one switch responsive to the power mode 
signal coupled between an output of the power amplifier circuit and a ground node;" 
Examiner suggests either first or second occurrences of " responsive to the power 
mode signal " should be deleted because if "at least one switch" including in a power 
amplifier load circuit, shouldn't "at least one switch" inherently responsive to the power 
mode signal.
